Heidi Marston's Vision for LAHSA 

On June 5, Heidi Marston became the Executive Director of the Los Angeles 
Homeless Services Authority. She is the agency's first female leader since the 
early 2000s. 

Marston has come onboard to lead LAHSA at a unique time in the agency's 
history. It receives an unprecedented amount of funding to address homelessness 
but has little control over the development of the policies it implements. 

To better position LAHSA as a driver of policy, Marston has made turning LAHSA 
into Los Angeles' crisis response leader for homelessness her top priority. 

She aims to achieve this goal by changing LAHSA's purpose from the implementor 
of a discordant slate of homeless response policies to the driver of a cohesive 
rehousing strategy. She aims to achieve this by: 

■ Implementing a strategic restructuring of LAHSA to use the agency's 
talented staff to turn LAHSA into a nimble homeless crisis response agency 

■ Developing, proposing, and advocating for public policies that use the 
system's resources to provide housing solutions to people experiencing 
homelessness. 

Once we have the core vision down, we'll start developing some copy and pitches for 
the media.
